LONDON, July 4.—In opening the 
fellowship meeting in Central Hall, 
held in honor of America’s Indepen- 
dence Day, Viscount Bryce, who pre- 
sided, said: 

“For many a year today was cele- 
brated in America with hostility and 
defiance. By us in Britain it is re- 
membered with sorrow as marking 
the severance of precious ties. And 
now, after one hundred and _ forty- 
two years, it is being celebrated by 
both peoples with like enthusiasm— 
by the children of those who revolt- 
ed against the British crown, as by the 
‘hildren of those who sadly admitted 
the loss of one of the crown's choic- 
est jewels 

“What has been a day of anger on 
one side and grief on the other has 
become for both a day of affiliation 
and rejoicing. 


If some political connection had 
been preserved, said Viscount Bryce, 
the war of 1812, an unmixed evil for 
both nations, would have been avoid- 
ed, and though the colonies would 
have become practically seif-govern- 
ing, like Canada, the mediation of the 


minother country probably would have 

averted the war of secession and as- 
sured the peaceable extinction of 
slavery. 

“On the other hand,” he contin- 
ued, “it may have been wel! for us 
and the world that no state so pow- 
erful as Great Britain and America 
united would have been, should have 
grown up A state so immensely 
strong might have been led into ag- 
gression and injustice by thirst for 
world dominion—a passion whose fa- 
tal consequences we see in the moral 
degradation of Prussianized Ger- 
many.” 

Viscount Bryce said that the bitter- 
ness of 1776 never could have arisen 
had the will of the British people 
ruled then as it rules today. 

“The severance came,” he deciared, 
“because we had then a_ perverse 
court and a non-representative parlia- 
ment.” 

Expresses Gratitude to U, S. 

In the course of his speech Winston 
Spencer Churchill, Minister of Muni- 
tions, said: 

“We desire to express to our Am- 
erican kith and kin our joy and grati- 
tude for the mighty aid they are 
bringing the Allied cause. When we 
| have seen the splendor of American 
manhood striding forward along the 
roads of France and Flanders we have 


experienced an emotion that words 
cannot describe. 
“[T am persuaded that the finest 


and worthiest moment of British hie- 
tory was reached on the night we de- 
clared war upon Germany. Like the

The struggle has 
been between every democratic or- 
ganization and the darkest elements 
of the masses No single Jemocrat.e 
institution remains in Russia. There 
is only a police regime worthy ot the

City Farm Land. 


Calgary dispatches tell of a meet- 
ing held there of civie representa- 
tives, the Edmonton eity council 
being represented, at which it 
was decided to oppose any at- 
tempts to have farm lands declar- 

d ‘‘out of bounds”’ of cities or 
towns into which they were taken 
in the days of expansive anticipa- 
tions, 

There is, of course, a disinclina- 
tion to forego any chance of col- 


time when eivic revenue is badly 

1eeded and hard to get. But the 
question is whether keeping farm 
ands inside the city is really pre- 
serving a source of civie revenue, 
r only hanging onto an exploded 
nope coupled with avery real 
iability. 
The lands in question were tak- 
n into the city under the combin- 
d impulse of the owners’ desire 
o sell them as town lots at high 
sprices, and the city’s desire to get 
more land upon which to levy 
axes. Both desires have fallen 
short, in the case of land which 
*hough inside the boundaries of a 
ity is still ‘‘farm land.’’ The 
ywner didnot sell it as lots, and 
he city has not got the expected 
axes, and has little chance of get- 
ing them. 

To retain such land in the city 
nvolves one of two things, Either 
he taxes on the land must be eut 
lown to a farm land basis, or the 
ity will not get any revenue and 
he land will lie idle, On that point 
lone it is to be doubted whether 
he city is better off by keeping 
he land inside its boundaries. To 
ut down the taxes to a farm land 
sasis is not possible without corre- 
pondingly reducing the taxes on 
ll other property within the city, 
n which case the ¢ity loses as 
nuch as it gains. To demand 
1igher taxes than can be paid from 
he proceeds of farming it would 
revent the land being used, and
